INTRODUCTION 



Iamshid Ghyath al-Dm al-KashI (fl.l420), a native of central Iran, 
worked at the Samarqand observatofy of Sultan Ulugh Beg, grandson 
of Tameilane. Kashi is best known as a virtuoso of computational 
thematics, but he was also a conqpetent astronomer. Among his major 
works is the Zfj-i Khdqanf, an astronomical handbook written in Persian. 
The zij contains a list giving the latitudes and longitudes of some 515 
places, mosUy cities, the subject of this paper. 

Such lists were common in tfie workl of medieval Islam. The present 
author has collected and stored on magnetic tape the contents of some 
sixty-three sources comprising well over twelve thousand entries, and the 
number is steadily increasing. Most of these tables are found in unpub- 
lished manuscripts, but a few have been printed. Among them is the 
"Pichue of the Earth" (Sural ttUttr4, [KhiLf) by al-iOiwaiizmi (fl. 825), 
which was the basis of the lost world map made for the caliph al-Ma'mun. 
Another is found in the of al-Battanl (fl. 900, [Baf.]), and a third in 
al-Bmini's Masudic Canon (c.l035), [B/r.]). To our knowledge, however, 
no late medieval example has previously been published. 

Reproduced in facsimile following page 40 is the India Office [10] 
manuscript of the text, by kind permission of the Head of Photographic 
Administration, The British library. In the original the cities are listed 
according to increasing "climates" (the concept is explained below), and 
within the climate ordered and numbered by increasing latitudes. 

The list has also been transcribed into Latin characters, collated with the 
Aya Sofya copy, [AS], and arranged alphabetically just below. Where a 
name in the text differs considerably from its customary European form, 
ttie latter has also been introduced, as well as a cross reference from one to 
the other. Letters enclosed in square brackets are restorations, almost in- 
variably cases in which a soibe has misplaced or omitted dots in the Arabic 
script. 

The second column gives longitude followed by latitude, degrees being 
separated from minutes by a semicolon. In the text, the numerals are those 
of ttie Arabic alphabetical abjai system standard for scientific writings. 
Where a place can be located with reasonable probability, its modem

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coordinates are shown enclosed in parentheses immediately below the 
medieval ones. This is the case for 382 cities, three-quarters of the total. 

The third column enables the reader to locate any dty in the original 
text. The first two digits, followed by an r or a v, identify the folio. After the 
colon a single digit followed by a comma gives the climate. The number 
after the comma is the place of the locality in the climate list. 

The final column is used to locate the place, unless it is well known, to 
dte the authority justifying the location, or to make any speculations 
which seem reasonable.

Distribution of Localities by Regions 



An arrangement of entries in the table according to somewhat arbitrary 
geographical regions comes out as follows: 



A statistical measure based upon the coincidence of dty latitudes has 

been worked out to estimate the degree of borrowings between sources. 
According to this test, KashT is relatively independent of all early geo- 
graphical collections, including that of Ptolemy (fl. a.d. 150), the father of 
mathenuitical geography. A possible exception is the anonymous author of 
a Kitab al-Apoal, a secondary source known only through Abul-F., which 
may be early. KashT has obtained many coordinates horn EBoruni, and even 
more from Naslr al-DTn al-Jun. In turn, and not surprisingly, the geo- 
graphical tables of Ulugh Beg use KashI as a primary source. The coordi- 
nates engraved on the backs of Islamic astrolabes and quadrants in many 
instances have come from KashI and the group of late Persian zljes related 
to his. 



Since the geographical latitude of a locality equals the altitude of the 
celestial pole above the local horizon, this coordinate is easily determined 
by observing the meridian transit of a celestial body. Hence considerable 
precision can be expected of medieval lahtude determinations. To some

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extent this is borne out by the table. The mean of the differences between 
Kashl's latitudes and the modem values (where they are known) is only 
four minutes of arc. A more reliable measure of precision, in which nega- 
tive errors do not cancel positive ones, is the mean of absolute values of the 
differences. This is 1;15^, which is not very impressive. In extenuation, be 
it said that the author could hardly be expected to verify personally the 
cocndinates of places ranging from western Europe to China. At ttie same 
time, there is no evidence suggesting that KashT, like Biriinl, observed the 
latitudes of places where he resided or visited. In his introduction he boasts 
that, while modeling his work upon NasTr al-Dm al-TusT's Zij-i Ilkham 
[Tus.] he has effected drastic improvements in it. Nevertheless he accepts 
Tiisrs traditional latitude (admittedly quite good) for his own home town 
of Kashan, and the same goes for the observatory site at Samarqand. 

Longitudes 

Unlike latitudes, longitudes have no naturally defined starting point. 
Kashl's zero meridian, in principle, runs through the Fortunate Isles (Jaza'ir 
al-Khalidat, the Canaries). In order to determine a norm for converting 
between these values and longitudes measured from Greenwich, the mean 
of differences between IGbhTs longitudes and the corresponding modem 
values was calculated. It turned out very dose to 33;30° (cf. [K&KJIi, hence 
this is to be added to a Greenwich value to make it compatible witii a 
longitude from the text. 

In theory the detennination of a place's longitude is even simpler than 
that of its latitude. For, by virtue of the earth's rotation, the longitude 
difference between two localities equals the difference in their mean local 
times, converted at the rate of fifteen degrees per hour. But in practice, in 
medieval times the lack of a time signal simultaneously perceptible at each 
of two stations made the problem very difficult. IKriiiu (in the [Talfdrdf^ 
applied with considerable success a rule giving longitude difference as a 
function of the known latitudes of the two localities and the great circle 
distance between them. But KashTs own geodetic rule for longitude dif- 
ference (discussed in the [Trig.]) is quite inaccurate. Hence it is not surpris- 
ing that his reported longitudes are far inferior to his latitudes. 

Coordinate Errors by Regions 

It is illuminating to plot KashTs localities, using both his coordinates and 
their modem counterparts (normed for the shift of meridian), on a single 
rectangular grid. This yields a pair of points for each city, which by their 
displacement from each other indicate the direction and magnitude of the 
error in each andent determination. These vary greatly, even in the same 
neighborhood, but some general observations can be made. 

In the middle of the plot, in Iran, Iraq, and Syria, errors tend to be 
minimal. This is the case also for much of Central Asia, except that north of 
the fortieth parallel localities fall far northwest of where they should be.

The Caspian and the Caucasus are west of their proper locations. On die 
other hand/ places in Afghanistan and India are located mudi too far to the 
east. Places in the western part of the Arabian Peninsula are east of where 
they should be, whereas for Egypt the enor is reversed. Thus if the Red Sea 

was plotted, it would turn out too wide. 

Southern Turkey looks good, but in title norths cities are located far nordi 
of their actual positions. 

Italy is displaced west of where it should be, and the error is com- 
pounded in Spain and western North Africa. Apparently, although the 
Muslims partially corrected Ptolemy's overestimate in the length of the 
Mediterranean, diey did not go far enough. 

In northern Spain latitudes are too high, and in North Africa they tend 
to be too low. This is surprising, considering die number of astron<mieEB in 
both regions. 



Kashi, like most Muslim geographers, divided the greater part of the 

northern hemisphere into the seven "climates" of classical antiquity (see 
[Hon.]). These were defined as follows. The beginning erf the first climate is 
at the parallel of latitude at which the maximum length of daylight is 
twelve and three-quarter hours. The "middle" of the first climate is the 
latitude at which maximum daylight lasts thirteen hours. The end of the 
first climate (and the beginning of the second) is the latitude enjoying 
thirteen and a quarter hours maxanum daylight, and so on. The half- 
dimates advance northward, each bounded by a quarter hour increase in 
maximum daylight. The end of the seventh climate is characterized by a 
maximum daylight of sixteen and a quarter hours. KastS^s text first lists 
places south of the first climate, and he puts at the end localities north of 
the seventh climate. We call these two zones Climates 0 and 8 respectively. 

To convert a maximum daylight, d, into a corresponding latitude, ^, 
calculate 



where c is the inclination of the ecliptic, taken by KashI as 23;30''. This 
relation, or its equivalent, was familiar to any competent medieval a^xon- 
omer. 

In the lower left hand comer of the last page of the geographical table, f . 

74v, is KashT's table of climates. It is transcribed below. In the column of 
dimates b. and m. stand for "beginning" and "middle" respectively. In the 
column of latitudes most of the entries have a second number underneath 
in parentheses. The latter is the precise result. Where none appears, Kashi's 
result is exact to seconds of arc. The mean error in Kashi's determinations is 
about twenty-four seconds.

The Proceedings contains papers which have been read before the Society in addition 
to other papers which have been accepted for publication by the Committee on Publications. 
In accordance with the present policy one volume is issued each year, consisting of four 
numbers, and the price is $20.00 net per volume. Individual copies of the Proceedings are 
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The Transactions, the oldest scholarly journal in America, was started in 1769. In 
Hftccordance with the present policy each annual volume is a collection of monographs, each 
issued as a part. The current annual subscription price is $60.00 net per volume. Individual 
copies of the Transactions are offered for sale. 

^ Each volume of the Memoirs is pubhshed as a book. The titles cover the various fields 
of learning; most of the recent volumes have been historical. The price of each volume is 
determined by its size and character, but subscribers are offered a 20 per cent discount. 

I The Year Book is of considerable interest to scholars because of the reports on grants 
or research and to libraries for this reason and because of the section dealing with the 
tcquisitions of the Library. In addition it contains the Charter and Laws, and lists of members, 
ind reports of comnuttees and meetings. The Year Book is pubhshed about April 1 for the 
preceding calendar year. The current price is $8.50.
